Protest Group 
At Pentagon 
Lacks Strength 
WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
group of antiwar protestors 
demonstrated at the Pentagon 
today but did not blockade the 
giant 
Defense 
Department 
headquarters 
as 
they 
had 
threatened to do. 
Federal workers and uni­ 
formed military officers ar­ 
rived at work unimpeded while 
the demonstrators sat on the 
sidewalk across the street from 
the Mall entrance, hoping to be 
joined by others from Washing­ 
ton just across the Potomac 
River. 
Shortly before 9 a.m., how­ 
ever, urged on by a young man 
who complained that demon­ 
strators would get no attention 
from news media if they just 
sat there, a group of about 100 
formed a large circle in the 
street and began chanting anti­ 
war slogans. 
The circle gradually spread 
across the street and police 
then descended from the steps 
in a single line and advanced. 
The demonstrators fell back 
to the sidewalk and remained 
there, confronting the row of 
police. 
In this initial encounter there 
apparently was no violence. 
Across the Potomac River 
from the Pentagon, an esti­ 
mated 400 protestors voted to 
march across Memorial Bridge 
and protest at the military 
complex. 
Through a police loudspeak­ 
er, the demonstrators were 
told a parade permit would not 
permit them to march to the 
Pentagon until 10 a.m. EDT. 
At that point the protestors 
sat down and began to sing. 
Organizers said they would 
wait until 10 a.m., marcel to the 
Pentagon and protest peace­ 
fully there.

Rv. Schools To 
Benefit By 
Anti-Trust Suit 
INDIANAPOLIS — Indiana 
Attorney General Theodore L. 
Sendak announced this week 
that his office has recovered 
$297,161.91 for the benefit of 128 
public school districts and 72 
public libraries throughout Indi­ 
ana as the result of an anti trust 
suit which his staff has pur­ 
sued in the United States Dis­ 
trict Court of Northern Illinois 
against publishers of certain li­ 
brary books. This distribution 
represents court-authorized re­ 
funds for overcharges in pur­ 
chases of certain library books 
made for these Indiana govern­ 
mental units over a period of 
years. 
The largest single refund 
check, namely for $20,117.67, 
went to the Fort Wayne Com­ 
munity Schools. The smallest 
check, for $92.50, went to the 
Orange Township Library at 
Rome City, Indiana. 
The name of the case is State 
of Indiana, et al. v. Harper and 
Row, et al. The United States 
District Court in Chicago had 
previously given notice to every 
public school corporation and 
every public library unit in Indi­ 
ana, and gave all of them an 
opportunity to participate in the 
action brought by Indiana Attor­ 
ney General Sendak. Only the 
128 school corporations and the 
72 library units listed hereafter 
participated. The others either 
had no claim or chose to hire 
their own lawyers to pursue 
their claims. 
Anti-trust matters in the State 
Attorney General’s Office are 
supervised by Assistant Attor­ 
ney General Patricia J. Gifford. 
This is the second distribution 
in this particular case. A pre­ 
vious distribution was obtained 
for these taxing units by At­ 
torney General Sendak on July 
9, 1971.

George C. Wallace of Alabama 
has regained some involuntary 
muscular activity to his toes 
and has some sensation down 
to the mid-thigh, doctors said 
today. 
Physicians at Holy Cross 
Hospital where the governor is 
being 
treated 
for 
gunshot 
wounds said in a medical bulle­ 
tin that over the past 18 hours 
there has been some return of 
involuntary muscular activity 
to the toes of both feet. They 
said the movement is more pro­ 
nounced in the left foot. 
Wallace exhibits normal re­ 
flex actions when the sole of his 
foot is stimulated, doctors said. 
The bulletin added that “there 
is also encouraging evidence of 
increasing sensations down to 
the level of the mid-thigh.” 
The doctors said the signifi­ 
cance of this involuntary mus­ 
cular activity in relationship to 
the final degree of recovery 
from paralysis is “difficult to 
ascertain at this time but is 
most encouraging.” 
Wallace’s son George Jr., 20, 
told doctors Sunday night that 
he 
visited 
his father 
and 
learned that he was regaining 
some feeling. 
“ I tickled his foot and his 
toes moved and I pulled up the 
sheet to let him see it,” said 
Wallace’s son.

But Musco­ 
vites knewr Nixon was coming 
and they turned out on the mo­ 
torcade route. The crowds were 
mainly silent as the official 
limousines zipped past In some 
places people were standing 
shoulder to shoulder, several 
ranks deep.

Nixon emerged hatless from 
the presidential jet, smiled and 
descended the ramp to shake 
hands with President Nikolai V. 
Podgorny and Premier Alexei 
N. Kosygin, who led a Soviet 
welcoming party. 
Mrs. Nixon, dressed in a lilac 
suit, was at the President’s 
side. 
Afterward, Nixon and 
Podgorny inspected detachment 
of crack Soviet troops. 
Nixon looked fresh and atten­ 
tive as he stood beside Podgor­ 
ny. 
The President and Mrs. Nix­ 
on then passed through a re­ 
ceiving line of Soviet officials, 
smiling and shaking hands. 
Afterward the Nixons strolled 
by a group of Americans—dip­ 
lomats 
and 
correspondents’ 
wives—-who had been bused to 
the airport to greet the Presi­ 
dent.

On todays schedule was an 
official dinner in the Kremlin 
where speeches by Nixon and 
Brezhnev were expected to 
sound a clear keynote for the 
nine-day visit. 
Preliminary indications of the 
Soviet mood were provided by 
the rigidly censored 
media 
which stresed the Kremlin's 
intention to promote peace and 
cooperation with the world’s 
biggest capitalist country. 
Pravda. the Soviet Commu­ 
nist party newspaper, called for 
“ mutually advantageous coop­ 
eration” with the United States 
and said the attitude of Soviet 
leaders was “businesslike and 
realistic.” 
Tass, the government new's 
agency, reported on Nixon’s 
meeting with Austrian Chan­ 
cellor Bruno Kreisky during the 
President’s stop in Salzburg 
and quoted Kreisky that the 
Moscow' summit was “a major 
political event of our time.” 
Nixon spent 36 hours in the 
picturesque 
Austrian 
city, 
closeted most of the time in the 
18th-century Klessheim Palace 
to work on briefing papers for 
his talks with Communist party 
chief Leonid I. Brazhnev and 
other Soviet leaders. 
Before leaving' Washington 
Saturday, Nixon said there 
were opportunities for progress 
in three areas: arms curbs, 
trade relations and cooperation 
in space exploration. 
. Nixon has said he particular­ 
ly hopes during his eight days 
in the Soviet Union to sign a 
pact with the Russians limiting 
nuclear weapons. The proposed 
arms accord has been under 
negotiation for more than two 
years, 
But Henry A. Kissinger, the 
President’s 
national 
security 
adviser, told newsmen Sunday 
a number of thorny technical 
issues still have not been ironed 
out by the U.S. and Soviet ne­ 
gotiators at the SALT talks in 
Helsinki, Finland.

Fireworks Ban 
Sought To Help 
Bar Blindness 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
National Society for the Pre­ 
vention of Blindness is mount­ 
ing a public campaign to force 
a ban on 
all fireworks, in­ 
cluding the “ safe-and-sane” va­ 
riety it claims are among the 
most dangerous. 
The New York-based organ­ 
ization today mailed an appeal 
to 110 newspapers across the 
country, and in effect called tH 
its polite truce with the Food 
and Drug Administration. 
The mailings ask editors and 
readers to demand - 'that “the 
FDA ban all fireworks, except 
those used for licensed public 
displays," 
The FDA has issued a pro­ 
posed regulation to ban all fire­ 
crackers with more than two 
grains of powder, removing a 
1970 exemption for farm ers who 
said they needed them to scare 
birds away from fields. The 
proposal would not take effect 
until after the Fourth of July. 
FDA officers say they will 
try to curb further sales of 
bootleg fireworks by sending 
out 
investigators 
posing 
as 
tourists seeking to buy the con­ 
traband. The NSPB is particu­ 
larly 
miffed 
at 
the 
govern­ 
ment’s rejection of its 1969 sur­ 
vey on fireworks injuries is 
“ incomplete, 
vague 
and 
of 
questionable value.” 
Prepared with the help of the 
National Fire Prevention Asso­ 
ciation and the Fire Marshals 
Association, the 27-page report 
links fireworks to 1,330 personal 
injuries including five deaths 
and 38 cases of lost eyesight 
The report said legal fire­ 
works, including smaller fire­ 
crackers, 
sparklers, 
fountains 
and Roman candles “caused 42 
per cent of all the nation’s 
injury cases and property dam­ 
age cases. “Of all the pyrotech­ 
nic devices, the Class C fire­ 
cracker (less than two grains) 
caused the largest proportion of 
cases—18 
per 
cent—«and 
ac­ 
counted for 22 per cent of the 
injuries and 12 per cent of the 
property-dam age cases.” 
The FDA’s own figure*, much 
of them drawn from, newspaper 
clippings, 
show 
eight deaths 
and 41 injuries attributed to 
larger Class B fireworks be­ 
tween 1967 and 1970. 
“To ban. something, you don’t 
just wave a magic wand,” said 
Dale C. Miller, compliance offi­ 
cer in the FDA’s Bureau of 
Product Safety. “Emotion has 
got nothing to do with one of 
these banning actions.” 
The blind-society survey, he 
said, “ was not sufficiently de­ 
tailed to demonstrate fireworks 
have a high degree of hazard. 
There are page after page of 
tables but they don’t enable you 
to assess the degree of in­ 
juries.”

NFL Owners 
Go Back To 
Conference

NEW YORK (AP) — Having 
failed to get enough votes to in­ 
stitute 
sudden death for 
all 
games ending in a tie, National 
Football 
League 
owners 
go 
back to the conference table 
again today and begin tackling 
another side of the: issue. 
Where the forces behind the 
sudden death movement were 
aiming at making a tie more 
exciting by having it played to 
a 
decision, 
the 
forces 
now 
massed are aiming to avoid a 
possibility that could leave the 
NFL open to ridicule. 
As the rules now stand, if the 
Dallas Cowboys were to finish 
the season with a 13-1 record 
while the Washington Redskins 
won only one game but tied 13 
for a 1-0-13 record, the Red­ 
skins not the Cowboys would be 
the division champions. 
The Redskins would be the 
winner on the basis of a 1-0 
record, the 13 ties not counting 
in determining a won-lost per­ 
centage. That would leave them 
with a 1.000 percentage to .929 
for the Cowboys. 
To guard against the possi­ 
bility of such an occurrence 
sentiment has been mounting 
for a method of altering the 
way ties are counted so that, 
under the circumstances, the 
13-1 team would be the division 
champion. 
The proponents of a change 
would have ties count one-half 
game won, one-half game lost. 
That would mean that a team 
with a 13-1 record would finish 
with a higher percentage than 
a 1-0-13 team. 
The big question behind the 
issue is whether the prime pur­ 
pose of. a team. Is to win. o:r to 
avoid losing. Proponents of a 
change feel that the method 
now used to count ties places 
the emphasis on not losing. 
They want it to be on winning. 
Also on the agenda is a pro­ 
posal to change sudden death in 
post-season games so that each 
team gains possession of the 
ball a specific number of times. 
The proposal seeks to guard 
against a team winning on a 
field goal without its opponent 
ever having had. the bail. 
Other items on the agenda 
for the week-long meetings are 
the selection of a site for the 
1974 AFC-NFC Pro Bowl Game, 
in which Kansas City is report­ 
ed to have a strong interest, 
and the renewal of the Chicago 
All-Star Game contract.

The medallion symboliz­ 
ing the Sesquicentennial shows Wendell 
Willkie in profile looking across to a 
world in orbit, with the names of famous 
men in Rush County history enscribed 
on the left half of the coin. 
In choosing the theme for the Sesqui­ 
centennial. the philosophy and the ap­ 
peal of the book ‘‘One World” was felt 
•to be very appropriate for 1972 thinking. 
The book was written in Rushville by 
Mr. Willkie following his world tour 
taken at the request of President Frank­ 
lin Roosevelt. It has been said many 
times that this book crystallized thinking 
and resulted in the formation of the 
United Nations. 
The following excerpts are reprinted by 
the Indian a pois News October 10, 1946, 
“The memorial that has been placed 
at his grave, is truly a shrine for free­ 
dom. It has the idealism of the cross, the 
sword of the spirit, the torch of human­ 
ity. the book of inspiration, and the 
laurel of victory. 
“It is the torch and the book that will 
carry the message of Wendell Willkie to 
those who come in the years ahead . . . 
They are the worlds that were Mr. Will- 
kie’s creed. 
“I believe in America because in it we 
are free . . . free to choose our govern­ 
ment. to speak our minds, to observe our 
different religions. 
“Because we are generous with our 
freedom, we share our rights with those 
who disagree with us. 
“Because we hate no people and covet 
no people’s land. 
“Because we are blessed with a natural 
and varied abundance. 
“Because we have great dreams and 
because we have the opportunity to make 
those dreams come true. 
“Mr. Willkie lived those words, as all 
Americans should live them. And his 
heritage to his fellow countrymen is con­ 
tinued in these other lines taken from 
his speeches and “One World.” 
“There are no distant points in the 
w orld any longer . . . our thinking in the 
future must be uTorld wide, 
“We must establish beyond all doubt 
the equality of men. 
“The world is awakening at last to the 
knowledge that the rule of the people by 
other peoples is not freedom. 
“Freedom is an indivisible word . . . 
we must be prepared to extend it to every 
one whether they are rich or poo% 
whether they agree with us or not, no 
matter what their race or the color of 
their skin. 
“The only soil in which liberty can 
grow is that of a united people . , • we 
must have faith that the welfare of one 
is the welfare of all... we must acknowl­ 
edge that all are equal before God and 
before the law. 
“Only the productive are strong, only 
the strong are free. 
“It is an inescapable truth that to raise 
the standard of living of any land any­ 
where in the world is to raise the stand­ 
ard of living by some slight degree of 
every man, everywhere in the world. 
“Whenever we take away the liber­ 
ties of those whom we hate we are open­ 
ing the way to loss of liberty for those 
w e love. 
“The moral losses of expediency al­ 
ways far outweighs the temporary 
gains.” 
The above words were written 30 years 
ago but the world has yet to know their 
full meaning. They are as true today as 
when they were written, and an inspira­ 
tion for a proud town and county cele- 
b rat in g a Sesqu icentennial!

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William S. Hall Home Part Of Historical Sketchbook 
Hie pen sketcher of the arch- 
house is Zola Wright, full time 
Rush County artist and art 
teacher whose skills encompass 
many mediums. In her represen­ 
tation of the mid-lath century 
landmark house she has used 
the simplicity of colorbook tech­ 
nique. It is a graphic profile of 
the uncommon octagonal design 
of 'the building. Erected in 1855, 
it has been an object of admira­ 
tion ever since. So far as is 
known it is the only eight sided 
house built in Rush County. This 
it was well designed, engineer­ 
ed and put together is evidenc­ 
ed by its structural soundness 
and uitlity after 127 years of 
use as a farm household. It is 
located on CR900N. Ret.ween CE 
300E and CR400E due west of 
Raleigh in Washington Town­ 
ship. 
A brief word about the house 
itself. Its eight sides and rooms 
were prefabricated at the site. 
This preassembly work was done 
from careful specifications e ra fl­ 
ed by the owner-builder, William 


S. Hall. So a ccu rate w ere the 
drawings, carpentry and join­ 
ery that when the day of filial 
setting up of the eight walls ar­ 
rived. the segments went togeth­ 
er perfectly. It must have been 
an hour of exultation. 
They layout of the house fol­ 
lowed Orson Fowler’s theory of 
maximum window1 space 'or all 
season heating and cooling. 'The 
central heating was just that 
as it emanated from the fire­ 
places located in the middle of 
the house. The designer also ap­ 
plied the round barn theory; 
“The nearer sphercial our build­ 
ings, the more inside room for 
outside walls;” this observation, 
and deduction made by Fowler 
who was among other things a 
phrenologist. 
Mr. Hall, the builder-dcsign- 
cr of this particular structure, 
was not content with geometric 
novelty and emphasis on a prac­ 
tical floor plan. Interior and ex­ 
terior frills and furbelows ap­ 
plied to the design include hand­ 
some mouldings and brackets, 
pillars, railing and balusters. 


His sacrifice of interior space 
for a recessed porch and bal­ 
cony on the south-facing seg­ 
ment shows concern for pre-air- 
conditioning comforts of outdoor 
living, shaded from sun and pro­ 
tected from the breeze. 
Now as to the man who put it 
all together; in an age of few 
specialists and many genera­ 
lists, how could Many sidedness 
be more manifest than in Wil­ 
liam H al’s octagonal house? 
William S. Hal, born in 1814, 
was a cabinetmaker, builder, 
farmer, educator, politician, hu­ 
manitarian and above all an in- 
novater. In an effort to avoid re­ 
dundancy in. this sesquicenten- 
nal year I will not discuss his 
pioneering wrork in school con­ 
solidation. Aside from this field 
he was remarkable for his 
staunch integrity, his firm con­ 
victions, his hatred of corrup­ 
tion; in all a man with great 
force of character. Throughout 
his life he kept up his interest in 
w hat was going on the world of 
politics and education He was 
always thoughtful for the com­ 


fort of others and was himself 
fearful of giving trouble. 
From youth, strongly interest­ 
ed in the political and educa­ 
tional institutions of our land he 
held countless positions of public 
trust, and no man was guardian 
for more children than himself. 
He was elected Washington 
township trustee in 1853. 
and 
held the office with the excep­ 
tion of the years he was in state 
legislature until 1878. As Justice 
of Peace he was widely known 
for compassion and fairness in 
making judgments. Mr. Hall 
could always be. counted on. for 
subscriptions to and participa­ 
tion in matters of public enter- 
prize. Truly he can be consid­ 
ered one of the "giants” of 
Rush County.

Clothing Donation 
May Be 
Tax Deductible 
LAFAYETTE, Ind. — People 
who donate used clothing or 
textile products to charitable or­ 
ganizations may be able to de­ 
duct the “fair market value” 
from toie federal income tax, 
says Billie J. Ellsworth, Exten­ 
sion clothing and textiles spe­ 
cialist at Purdue University. 
Those who itemize their tax 
deductions are eligible to claim 
this contribution just as if it 
were monetary. 
Individuals who plan to de­ 
duct donated clothing on the fed­ 
eral 
income 
tax 
next 
year 
should keep a record of such do­ 
nations. Request a receipt from 
the organization to whom toe do­ 
nation is made. 
The records should show a 
description of the item or items, 
their “fair market value” at 
the time of donation, estimated 
replacement cost and who re­ 
ceived the donation. 
If it is impractical or impos­ 
sible to obtain a signed re­ 
ceipt (such as when deposit 
boxes are used), a record show-
